11. Repairs.—The repair works undertaken during the year were of an ordinary nature, 
no large expenditare being incurred on any one work. Pt x 

12. On first class roads, of which there are 94 miles in the district (excluding the 14 
miles from Futwa to Hilsa, which are very nearly metalled throughout), the expenditure was 
Rs. 14,200, giving an average of Rs. 151 per mile. 

18. On second class roads, of which there are 222 miles, the expenditure was Ks, 14.700, 
or Rs. 66 per mile. 

The rate is somewhat higher than usual, as in many of the roads masonry culverts 
were substituted for the existing temporary ones, . 

: 14. On third class roads, of which there are 141 miles, the outlay was Rs. 5,400, or 
‘ Rs. 38 per mile, and on fourth class roads, of which ‘thero are 121 miles, it was Rs, 5,500, 
or Rs. 45 per mile. 

15, The total outlay on repair works was Rs. 50,800, against Rs. 50,968 of the 
previous year. ‘ 

16. Union roads.—The state of roads in the three unions in the Dinapore sub-division , 
was good. Besides the amount of Rs. 52] spent.on the union roads, an additional sum 
of Rs. 2,100 was allotted and spent from the Nizamut funds. 

17. The small expenditure on union roads in Khagoul and Manairis owing to there 

* being no pocea roads in those unions. There is only one pucca road in Khagonl, which 
_ is the main thoroughfare and is in good order. . 

18. Inthe Manair Union a sum of Rs. 1,000 was set aside fromthe cess funds in 
order to metal the main road through the town, but this project was abandoned because 
the Committee thought that it was not absolutely necessary to spend this money, as iw 
the event of the road being once metalled it would require to be kept up, and this would . 
necessitate a greater annual expenditure than the Manair Union could well afford. The 

: road is at present in a fairly good condition end is not much used. 

19. The roads in the unions in the other sub-divisions of the district are not of 
sufficient importance to require a special mention in this report. 

20. The total expenditure on union roads amounted to Rs. 1,489. 

21. Villages roads.—In the sudder sub-division sixty miles of village roads were 
newly opened out and 165 miles repaired. Tar seeds were also planted along the edges-of . 
the roads to form ‘hereafter an unmistakeable border. At present encroachments on — 

. P these roads by the neighbouring cultivators are very common, and necessitate a larger

ee .# x 22. The village roads of the Barrh sub-division, which were, towards the close of the 
last cess year, placed under the supervision of the District Bugiveer, were considerably 
_ improved, the expenditure on them being Ks. 2,573 against Rs, 1,380,of the preceding year. » 

23. The Chairmen of the Dinapore and Behar branch Road Cess Committees continue 
to take much interest in the matter of viilage roads, which are reported to be in a thoroughly 

> good condition. 

24, No progress was made on the village road from Bargaon to Moharbagh, which 

‘ was undertaken last year by the then Sub-Divisional Officer of Behar, Baboo Nobin Chunder 
\s Sen. The work, as stated in the last "pea report, was stopped by the action of the zemindar 
. Choudhri Zabur-ul-Hugq, who claimed compensation for the land required fur the road. The 
Chowdri was sent for and spoken to on the subject by the present Sub-Divisional Officer. 
But he is still unwilling to allow the completion of the road until the point of compensation 

is settled. I bave asked the Sub-Divisional Officer to take steps for acquiring the land under —

28. Working of the Road Cess Act,—The Oess Act continued to work smoothly. The 
gross demand for the year under report was Ks. 1,81,800. Rupees i,45,722 was collected 
during the year, Rs. 4,815 was previously paid in advance on account of this year, and 
Rs. 5,430 was remitted, leaving a balance at the close of the year of Ks. 25,833, or 14°1 per ceut. 
on the gross demand. Oonsidering that the last day of the kist for September of the year 
under review fell on the 5th of October, the result was fairly satisfactory. 

29. 2,331 certificates were filed during the year, which, together with the pending 
cases of the preceding -_ make a total of 2,948 cases. Of this, 2,163 were disposed of, 
isposal at the close of the year. 

30. The revaluation of the district, which was commenced in November 1881, was 
completed in March last, resulting in an increase in valuation of Rs, 7,20,686. This 
increase is maiuly due to a larger number of valuations on returns this time. 

81. Working of the District and Branch Committees.—The District Committee worked 
satisfactorily, the members continuing to take intelligent interest in matters brought up 
before them. I take this opportunity of putting on record the valuable services rendered. 
by Moulvi Khoda Bukhsh Khan Bahadur, both as a member of the Committee and as their 
ad-interim Vice-Chairman. 

32. The Branch Committees at Behar and Dinapore worked well during the year. 
They paid particular attention to village road works, on which nearly the whole of the 
allotment made for the respective sub-divisions were spent up. 

33. The allotment for the Barrh sub-division was spent on the village roads situated 
therein under the supervision of the District Engineer, and the Branch Committee there 
had consequently very httle work to do and were called only once during the year. 

34, ‘The establishments in the several departments of the Road Cess Office have worked 
satisfactorily. 5

ion. , 

Collection and Assessments.—The gross demand of cess for the year 
LF 2,09,078-5 of which Rs. 4080-5 had heen realized in advance fs Sa 5 ving 

the net demand, therefore, was Rs. 2,04,988, of this’ Rs 1,97,447 were on account of the 
year under report, and Rs. 7,541 on account of balance of previous years, The collections 
were Rs. 1,70.633-3-9, leaving an unrealized gross balance of Rs. 84,354.6. The collections’ 
during the year were not as satiefactory as would be desired, being only 56-4 per cent. against 
92 per cent. in the previous year, The decrease was due partly to the fact that the Durga 
Paja holidays began beiore the end of September, A large portion of the money due for the 
Jast quarter was therefore paid in October after the new year bad begun, and partly to the 
failure of the crops. Tne cess was realized at the maximum rate. 
® Working of the Committee.—The Oommitiee held seven meetings during the year. The 
ave attendance of the members was 6°7 ont of a total of 19 members. The non- 
official members have not been regular in their attendance, in fact it is only those non- 
official members who are ut or near Gya that can make an appearance at the meetings. 

Working of Branch Commit{ees —There are three Branch Committees in the district (at 
Nowada, Aurangabad and Jehanubad). Only one meeting was held by the first, two by the 
second, and three by the third. The members who attended the meetings appear to have 
taken an interest in the’ proceedings, ; . ‘ 

Establishment.—The several establishments under the Road Cess Committee sre said 
to have worked satisfact-rily. The only change in the year was in the engineering staff, 
Mr. Tritsch, the late District Engineer, resigned on the 7th September 1883, making over 
charge to Baboo Rajendra Nath Neogy, who officiated as District Engineer to the 18th 
March 1884, when he was suecveded as atemporary measure by Baboo Gris Chandar Bhar. 
overseer. Mr. James Keddie became District Engineer on the 24th April 1884. It was 
unfortunate that the district was without a competent enzineer for some months before 
Mr. Keddie took charge. Mr. Keduie, an active and experienced officer, is rapidly makwg 
an improvement*in the state of roads and means of communications, ‘ 

Village Roads.—Great improvements are yearly made to those roads under the super- 
vision of the District Engineer and Branch Committees. No applications from the village 
punchaits and zemindars were received. $ 

Arboriculture —Trees have been planted on the Nowada road under the Sudder Commit- 
tee and on some of the roads under the Branch Committees of Aurangabad and Nowada, A 
collection of plants has been made in the nurseries at Gya and Aurangabad. The trees 
planted on the road sidein previous years have been maintuined, and such as withered have 
been replaced. 

Original Works—Under this head the only important work was the metalling and 
raising of the road from Gya to Nowuda, 354 miles. ‘Tne work on this road was undertaken 
during 1842-83, and compieted duiirg tne year under report satisfactorily, with the exception 
of a few miles, which are being reevified departmentally at the contractor’s expense. 

Repair works.—Tne existing metalled and fair weather roads and culverts and bridges 
were maintained, throughout the year. 

We are Jucky in having the services of Mr, Keddie. The improvement in all kind of 
work since he came has been very great. Not the l-ast of his good work is his treatment of 
such contractors as attempted to give us their exceedingly bad work. - 

The rapid and satisfactory completion of the Naw.da road is due to Mr, Keddie’s activity,

9. Original works —The following is the discription of principal original works carried

(5). A timber bridge of 4 spans of 25 feet each over the Adhwara River at Koomaghat on 
the Buthuaha road No. 80 from Seetmarhee to Sursund,—This bridge has beea completed 
satisfactorily, and its construction together with the proposals, if carried out, of @ scheme 
under consideration, will complece the communication between Seetamarhee and Sursund 
and the Nepal Frontier. 

6). Metalling the heavy portions of the Lalgunce road.—First two miles from Haje - 
' pore have already been metalled, and materials for the next three miles have been collected. 

On the completion of this important work the large traffic between the two towns of Hajee-

Rs. 13.575 represented the expenditure on village roads. 

115 miles of road were repaird throngh the 
agency of the Sub-Divisional Magistrates and the planters of the district The assistance 

the European planters proved to be a great help to the Committee, and the work done 
was alsu excellent with few or no exceptions, In the Madhubani Sub-Division particularly, 
where the Sub-Divisional Officer took great interest in seeing that effective repairs were 
done and in checking the expenditure, excellent work was done by European planters and 
others. Mr. Reily says “1 have inspected almost all the roads repaired and bridges repaired 
and'constructed, and the work done is good, avd the money appears to me to have been 
usefully expended. A great portion of the money has been spent in making pucca culverts ; 
and if this policy is coutinued, as I think of doing in a few years, almost all the roads 
will have pucca culverts or bridges, by this means more money will be able to be expended 
on earthwork and raising the Jevel of roads where it is low, 

“All those who have spent the road cess money seem to take an interest in the 

+ matter; and are quite willing to continue their exertions in that respect, excepting 
Mr. Lloyd who has explained his inability to nudertake any road cess work this year.’ 

“1 would remark that I would have been glad if the Road Cess Committee at Dorbhun- 
gha would have allotted this sub-division a larger sum than Rs. 6,000 for expenditure on 
roads during the year. The Jarge extent of the sub-division, the net work of roads within 
its limits, added to its importance, give it a claim to a larger amount of money to be spent 
on roads and bridges.” With Mr. Reily’s remark in respect of the advisibility of constructing 
bridges and culverts wherever practicable, funds being available, I quite agree. 

The District Engineer was entrusted with the construction of all larger bridges and 
earthwork repairs. The most important work done underthis head was the construction 
of masonry arches where a large number of wooden-top, old and delapidated culverts 
existed. s 

The state of the road in Durhhunga, I am sorry to say, is not at all satisfactory, ‘The 
surface of the roads was kept scarcely pussable and the breaches caused by floods were 
not filled up promptly, it is said that the existence of broken bridges everywhere proved 
to bea great drawback; be that as it may, it was I can testify a source of great incon- 
venience and of reiterated complaint trom the public. As has been reported in the previous 
years, the roads in this district abound in old und delapidated tar wood bridges which were 
constructed during the famine of 1874. Until these wooden bridges are ull replaced by 
masonry culverts, doubtless the roads can never be put into a proper and satisfactory condi- 
tion. But the District Engineer ought undoubtedly to take steps to prevent a complete 
collapse of these bridges. If a rotten plank or beam were replaced now and then or a 
nail hammered in occasionally, a bridge though a tar wood one, would last much longer 
‘than when it 1s utterly neglected and allowed to fall to pieces of its own accord, 

Village roads.—‘Vhe amount orginally sanctioned for village roads in the Sudder 
Sub-Division was Rs 5,000, but during the middle of the year an additional sum of 
Rs. 2,461-5-9 was sanctioned for the purpose of carrying on certain works with the view of 
affording relief to the people in the eastern part of the sub-division who were supposed, 
though uot a good ground, to be sufferring from a partial failure of the crops 

The allotments for the Medhubani aud Tajpur Sub- Divisions were Rs. 6,000 and Rs 5,000, 
respectively. 

The whole of these allotments was spent to the best: advantage, thongh in the acvounts 
no expenditure appears against the Madhubani Sub-Division, owing to the non receipt of 
detailed accounts from the piavters and other gentlemen to whom advances were made 
for the purpose’ of road repairs, Tne work in sub-divisions was done entirely under the 
supervision of the\ Branch Committees. ‘ a

'B, The increase in the amount of collection under the head of cess on lands is princip- 
, ally due to-the relization of arrears outstanding at. the close of the preceding year and 
to interest on the same. The increase under the head fees, fines and forfeitures is due to 
the collection of penalties under section 18 of the Act to processes under certificate’ cases. 

6. The cess was levied at the maximum rate. There was no difficulty in collecting it 
at head-quarters from the Chota Nagpur Estate, but some difficulty was felt in the relization 
of cesses from the ‘ea planters, The rate which is levied under section 33 of the Act.is in 
my opinion too high for this District where tea is not a flourishing industry and gardens are 


mostly worked ataloss, In the Palamow Subédivision the assistant Commissioner says. 


nothing on this point, but from what he told me himself, I have reason to believe that the 

ayment is more punctually made than it used to"be. This isdue to the facilities afforded 
by the certiffeate procedure. he tenure-holders are beginning to see that the recovery by 
that means is so speedy and certain that it is better to pay up punctually.

9. Plantation —The work of tree planting has been extended ovor five miles of roads, 
The total length planted out up to end of the year is .70 miles.

10, Kepairs.—Five hundred,and two miles of Roads have been thoroughly repaired, the 
works consisted of filling, cutting, levelling, dressing, sloping baak of streams, turfing 
slope, repairing and renewing temporary bridges from 3 tu 50 feet span, and the fencing over 
65 miles of rvads has also been repaired. 

11. General remarks.—Now that tht Bengal and Nagpur Railway works have com-
